Washington, July 17 (AV The 
War Labor Board called upon or­

ship” a wage stabilization policy 
which permitted an increase of 44 
cents a day for “Little Steel” work­ 
ers, instead of $1 asked by the 
union. 
The policy, 
made 
public 
late 
yesterday in the board's decision 
on the case, was designed to main­ 
tain the purchasing power of hour­ 
ly wage rates as of January, 1941. 
"W e are convinced,” said the 
opinion of Chairman William H. 
Davis, 
"that 
the yardsticks of 
wage stabilization thus applied are 
fair and equitable and at the same 
time sufficient to prevent the cost 
of living from spiraling upward 
because of wage adjustments. We 
think they lead to a ‘term inal’ for 
the tragic race between wages and 
prices. 
"On this bases labor will have 
made its move of self-restraint in 
the 
seven-point 
(anti-inflation) 
program. If all other groups like­ 
wise do their parts we may expect 
to get and hold for the duration of 
the w ar stability of standards, and 
the freedom from apprehension 
that goes with such stability.” 
Pending a meeting with the 
steel union's policy committee in 
Pittsburgh today, Philip Murray, 
president of the union as well as 
the C. I. O., declined comment. 
Dr. George W. Taylor, writing 
the principal opinion on wages, 
said ‘‘this directive order calls di­ 
rectly upon the steel workers, and 
indirectly upon all labor, to accept 
the sacrifices which are their share 
under tile national program for 
adjusting our domestic economy to 
the needs of total war. 
"By accepting its responsibili­ 
ties, labor will have the opportuni­ 
ty for leadership in 
the fight 
against economic instability. For 
with Tabor meeting its obligations, 
it has a right to insist that vig­ 
orous steps be taken to effectuate 
every point to the seven-point pro­ 
gram. This is a time when labor 
statesmanship can serve the coun­ 
try well." 
Would Permit Increase* 
The policy would perm it total 
wage increases up to 15 per cent, 
reckoning from January I, 1941, to 
May, 1942, the approximate time 
the President’s anti-inflation pro­ 
gram was promulgated. The in 
creases would cover an equivalent 
increase in the cost of living. Aft­ 
er May, 1942, the board assumed 
the cost of living would be stabil­ 
ized by tile operation of all seven 
points of the president’s program. 
Though allowed less than half 
cf its wage demand, the union 
largely won the rest of its case. 
The hoard granted union security 
in the form of a maintenance of 
membership clause combined with 
the company checkoff (collection) 
of union dues, and a minimum

The trouble with sleeping by day Is that 
so often It Is impossible. Members of the 
night shift go home tired, get something to 
eat and go to bed. After an hour or so things 
begin to hapjien. Children play, shouting 
loudly. Radios blare abroad. Women call 
to their offspring and to one another. They 
yell at the milkman, "None today!" The 
woman upstairs puts the soap opera on as 
loud as possible because she wants to hear 
it out in the kitchen. The lady next door 
puts on her vacuum cleaner. The night shift 
man has a hard time, esjiecially if he works 
from twelve to eight, and must sleep from 
ten to six in order to get to work, rested and 
refreshed, by twelve again. 
Now semi* jH'ople must work on the night 
shift if we are to win the war. The stay-at- 
homes could do their war work best by living 
quietly while fathers or neighbors sleep. 
Children can play in a yard where there are 
no near sleeping fathers or brothel's. School 
playgrounds should be open to them, for 
their own safety as well as for keeping them 
out of the way. Mothers can lower their 
voices. They can run radios softly, shut win­ 
dows during short jieriods w hen it is neces­ 
sary to mn the vacuum, or ask the neighbor 
when would he the most convenient time for 
necessary noises.

DIZZINESS NA I’HEA AND VOMITING 


A patient consulting his physician with symp­ 
toms of dizziness, nausea and vomiting is likely to 
be treated for some disturbance of the liver, gall 
bladder, stomach, or intestine, as these symptoms 
are commonly caused by digestive disturbances. 
As these same symptoms are present in Me­ 
niere s disease, together with loss of hearing and 
buzzing or ringing in the ears, the physician may 
prescribe diet low in table salt and the avoidance of 
foods rich in salt. 
However, another cause of dizziness, nausea, and 
vomiting 
obstruction of the eustachian tubes 
has 
apparently been overlooked by many physicians and 
this is pointed out by Dr. F. W. Merica, Lakewood. 
Ohio, in the Journal of the American Medical Asso­ 
ciation. 
The eustachian tubes carry air from the back of 
the throat to the middle ear. 
This air, striking 
against the inner side of the ear drum, helps keep 
the pressure equal on both sides of the drum en­ 
abling it to properly receive and pass on the sounds 
to the hearing nerve. If there is obstruction of the 
eustachian tube. not only is hearing lessened but 
other structures of the ear 
the balancing canals - 
will be disturbed causing dizziness, nausea and 
vomiting. 
Dr. Mercia’s records during the past few years 
include 135 cases of dizziness relieved by inflation or 
blowing open of the eustachian tubes. Besides the 
obstruction of the eustachian tubes, there were 
recent or old inflammations of the sinuses or oars 
in a large proportion of cases. 
Some reported a 
feeling of "fullness” in the ears along with the diz­ 
ziness. others had head or ear noises, and many 
had some loss of hearing. 
Attacks may come on 
gradually or suddenly and last for a few days, 
weeks, months and even years. 
Sudden changing in position such as stooping 
may bring on an attack. 
The treatm ent consists in passing instruments 
into eustachian tulle to open it up and then opening 
it still further by blowing air through it. It is kept 
open by further blowing of air. 
When ainus infection, chronic tonsillitis, and ear 
infections are to blame for obstructing the tubes, 
these conditions must be corrected. 
An interesting symptom often present is that the 
staggering is in the direction of the obstructed side. 
To show that the symptoms are due in any par­ 
ticular case to obstruction of the eustachian tube, 
blocking it brings on an attack and blowing it open 
relieves the attack.

Needs Expansion 
Not Curtailment 


Syracuse. July 17 — With the 
danger of increased juvenile de­ 
linquency as a result of the war. 
public educational programs need 
expansion, not curtailm ent. School 
people who talk of retrenchment 
are traitors to tho boys and girls 
of the state. 
These were the 
statem ents of Dr. Edwin R. Van 
Kieeck. assistant commissioner for 
Instructional Supervision of the 
State Education Department, ad­ 
dressing the state convention of 
the Now York S tate Counsellors 
here this noon. 
“Of course school costs in Amer­ 
ica have gone up—and if the pub­ 
lic is to get the advantages that 
it should have, they will continue 
to go up,” Doctor Van Kieeck 
told the school guidance officers. 
Public education is the greatest 
device in human history for lifting 
and elevating human beings, for 
bringing into operation our doc­ 
trine of the improvability of man­ 
kind.’’ he continued. 
The schools of the future will 
serve all the people, not just boys 
and girls helping adults to “lift 
themselves by their 
own 
boot 
straps,” Doctor Van Kieeck said. 
Total schools enrolment will shoot 
upward again after the war as 
alert communities attem pt to give 
educational opportunities to per­ 
sons of all ages. 
Moreover, Doc­ 
tor Van Kieeck stated, more and 
improved services will be demand­ 
ed by the people.
